A ‘veteran planning to sell his 
G. I. Home may take either of two 
steps to avoid future liability. (1) 
He can arrange for the G. I, Loan 
to be paid in'full. (2) He can allow 
the purchaser to assume his G. I. 
Loan and obtain a release of his 
liability on the loan from the jhold- 
er of the Mortgage and the Vet- 
erans Administration provided, of 
course, both agree. 

The veteran niay apply’to the 
Veterans Administratién for a re- 
lease from Liability by submitting 
a request in writing to’ the Loan 
Guarantee Officer, at the V. A. 
Regional Office of Jurisdiction, 
where his G. I. Loan was first ap- 
proved.
